Two Army Fliers 
Make 
Safe

The co met, meteo r, dirigible o r 
strange airplane that 
caused 
such a furo r o f ex citement in 
Rushville and Rush co unty yes­ 
terday was ex plained to day with 
the wo rd that army fliers, 
at­ 
taining a new wo rld reco rd fo r 
altitude, had been fo rced do wn 
by an ex hausted fuel supply and 
had landed near this city. 
The plane, while still at 
a 
great height, 
was heard 
by 
many Rush co unty citizens, who 
failing to see the 
o utlines 
the plane itself, but co uld dis­ 
cern the fro zen trail that it left 
in the sk y, caused all so rts o f 
repo rts to beco me current to ex ­ 
plain the seeming pheno meno n. 
The plane was seen fro m Co n- 
nersville and the meteo r o r co m­ 
et ex planatio n given fo r 
its 
strange appearance. 
The true 
ex planatio n came fro m the av­ 
iato rs themselves after they had 
pilo ted their craft safely to the 
Harry McManus farm near Sex ­ 
to n, no rth o f Rushville. 
The men were 
Captain 
St. 
Claire Street and Captain A. W. 
Stevens, United States army fly­ 
ers. The two had go ne up 
at 
Dayto n to set a new two -man 
altitude reco rd and also to test 
a new terrain camera that had 
been develo ped fo r tak ing pic­ 
tures fro m a high altitude. 
The two bro k e the wo rld’s alti­ 
tude reco rdl. The baro graph at 
o ne time reco rded 40,200 feet‘o r 
between 7£ and 8 miles in the 
air. At this great altitude 
the 
plane co uld no t be seen with the 
nak ed eye but the ex treme co ld 
caused the mo isture fro m the 
mo to r’s ex haust to freeze into a 
white train o f fro st particles. 
Acco rding to the aviato rs, the 
tem perature at this height was 
in the neighbo rho o d o f 75 
de­ 
grees belo w zero . 
They 
had 
dressed fo r the o ccasio n: wo o l­ 
en bathing suits, heavy under­ 
wear, co ver-alls and then co m­ 
plete unifo rms o f fur-lined ma­ 
terial 
and 
with parachutes 
strapped to their back s. 
The men had planned to stay 
directly o ver Dayto n and descend 
after their altitude had been es- 
tablisned. A ninety mile an no ur 
wind was blo wing and at the ex ­ 
trem e height and co upled with 
the ex treme co ld, the co ntro ls o f 
the plane fro ze and their o ear- 
ings were lo st. 
The men did no t k no w where 
they were until they sighted In­ 
dianapo lis, then they swung east 
and headed fo r Dayto n. 
When 
o ver Richmo nd, Ind., their gaso ­ 
line supply was ex hausted and 
after a study o f the terrain, the 
smo o ther land was fo und to be 
so uth and west o f 
Richmo nd. 
The men then vo lplaned, fro m 
Richmo nd to the McManus farm 
near here. 
The aviato rs stated that 
it 
wo uld have been po ssible 
fo r 
them to have traveled seventy 
miles fro m their great height. As

They were 
able, ho wever, o nly to 
reach 
Rushville, 
Ind., where 
they 
landed in a field, unhurt 
and 
then returned here. The plane 
was no t damaged. 
The purpo se o f the flight was 
to test the range o f a new cam­ 
era that has been develo ped by 
the air co rps fo r military wo rk . 
Previo us attem pts to mak e pic­ 
tures fro m a high altitude re­ 
sulted in fro st fo rming o n the 
camera lens and preventing ex ­ 
po sure o f the film. 
Pho to graphs were successfully 
made fro m the highest altitude 
at which pictures have ever been 
tak en, during the 
three-ho ur 
flight yesterday, Wright 
Field 
o fficials anno unced to day. 
The flight also is believed to 
mark the highest altitude ever 
attained by two men, it 
was 
said. The baragraph carried by 
the fliers sho wed 40,200 feet, but

The trail starts ju st below fa­ 
mou s “Jim Town,” now Jam es­ 
town, and goes to most of the 
old camps, passing throu gh So­ 
nora, still fairly prosperou s, and 
Colu mbia, which has 
shru nk 
from a one-time city of abou t 
40,000 to a few score. It passes 
the door of one of 
the first 
Weils-Fargo stations on the Pa­ 
cific Coast in this village 
that 
once came within a single vote 
in the legislature of being made 
the capital of California, past 
the v enerable site of St. Ann’s 
church erected in about 
1851 
with adobe 
bricks moulded on 
the grou nd. 
A precipitous detour leads to 
Twain’s cabin, restored in 1922 
and now visited by 
thousands 
yearly. There were 900 automo­

Sixty -one farmers who co-op­ 
erated with Purdue 
University 
in the keeping of farm records 
for the y ear 19 27 made an aver­ 
age labor income of $700, 
ac­ 
cording to figures recently 
re­ 
leased from 
that 
institution. 
These farms were located 
in 
Benton, Knox, Grant, Putnam 
and Morgan counties and had 
an average size of 19 1 acres. 
The highest labor income was 
(3,7 52 and the lowest was minus 
$1,79 4. Both of these farms were 
situated in Benton county . Sev­ 
enteen of the sixty -one 
farms 
made negative labor 
incomes. 
Thirty -two of the farms showed 
labor incomes 
ranging 
from 
nothing to $1,500 
and 
twelve 
had labor incomes above $1,500. 
Labor income is the amount 
of money which the farm pay s 
the operator for his work 
and 
management. It 
is what 
he 
makes 
above 
expenses 
and 
above interest on his capital. 
The average livestock returns 
per dollars’ worth of feed fed on 
« he sixty -one farms was 
$1.45. 
Twenty -two 
of the 
farms 
showed returns of $1.50 or more 
for each dollar of feed fed 
to 
livestock. 
This work is being continued 
during 19 28 with twice as many 
farmers co-operating and 
al­ 
ready a number of additional 
Indiana counties have 
asked 
th at the project be introduced 
in their programs for the y ear 
19 29 . The keeping of such rec­ 
ords enables the farmer to dis­ 
cover many ways in which 
he 
can improve his farm business 
and increase farm profits 
and 
the demand for such informa­ 
tion continually increases.

C4aire "Street and Captain A. W. 
Stevens, United States army fly- 
ers. The two had gone up • at 
Dayton to set a new two-man 
altitude record and also to test 
a new terrain camera that had 
been developed .for taking pic- 
tures from a high altitude. 


The two broke the world's alti- 


tude recordl. The barograph _at 
one time recorded 40,200 feet or 
between 74 and 8 miles in the 
air. At this great altitude 
the 


plane could not be seen with the 


- naked eye but the extreme cold 


caused the moisture from the 
motor's exhaust to freeze into a 
white train of frost particles. 


According to the aviators, the 


temperature at this height was 
in the neighborhood of 75 
de- j 


grees below zero. They 
had 


dressed for the occasion: wool- 
en bathing suits, heavy under- 
wear, cover-alls and then com- 
plete uniforms of fur-lined ma-

United States alone has increased from 48 to 55 ' 
years in the last decade. 


In Bulgaria with a populatiori of only seven 


million, there are 3,700 people more than 100 
years old. Oldest contemporary human is said 
to t>e a Turk, still alive at the age of 150. Classjc 
•example of longevity is that of Thomas Parr, who 
died in Londonr'in 1635 at the age of 152. 


With the discoveries of modern science, ex- 


perts say the present life span could easily be 
doubled. 
Relief from the tension of mode/n 


industrial life, banishment of'worry and atten- 
tion to diet 
are vital factors. Overeating, 


dieticians now teach, is not responsible for most 
nutritional ills. 
If a person receives too little 


butter, fresh fruits, green vegetables, he will 
suffer from a nutritional deficiency that will 
shorten his life. The same holds true of lack'of 
sugar. The mistaken notion that sugar in mod- 
erate quantities is harmful to the teeth and the 
the 'cause of intestinal disorders has been dis- 


The nutritional value of sugar — either 


beefr-or cane which are .chemically identical and 
the same in dietician reaction —• has been 
established.

Suffolk/ Va.—4P)—Threshing 


machines are humming far into 
the late hours of long autumn 
days to turn out the millions oi 
bushels of peanuts that will find 
their way into the -peanut capi- 
tal of the world." 


Suffolk, the largest market for 


peanuts, has 22 concerns, em- 
ploying more than 2,500 men 
and women, engaged in the pea- 
nut industry .-The aggregate an- 
nual sales of these firms exceed 
$25,000,000, and an average of 
24 cars of peanuts are shipped 
from the city every day. 


By some authorities it is esti- 


mated that more peanuts pass 
through the port of San Fran- 
cisco, inbound from the Orient, 
than are handle at Suffolk, and 
various estimates are placed 011 
the amount of peanuts handled 
by cities in China and other 
countries. But, considering the 
diversified branches of the in- 
dustry represented at 
Suffolk, 


and their value, it is not disput- 
ed that Suffolk leads in the pea- 
nut enterprise. It has four large 
peanut 
candy 
factories and 


three peanut oil mills. Bread, 
cakes, macaroni, lard substitutes, 
salad oils, soap, " explosives, 
paints, glycerine and tin plate 
polish are other products made 
from the goober. 


In Petersburg Va., and in Nor- 


folk, the industry has reached 
enormous proportions. Norfolk is 
one of the largest peanut clean- 
ing points in the United States. 


Nansemond county, in which 


the "peanut capital" is located, 
is one of the largest peanut 
growing counties in Virginia, but 
the Suffolk factories use peanuts 
from many other sections 
of 


Virginia and from the 
North 


Carolina seaboard. Millions of 
bushels are produced in the 
sandy soil along the Virginia 
and Carolina coasts More than 
15,000 acres were planted 
in 


peanuts this year in Nansemond 
county alone. The value of the 
Virginia peanut crop hi 1927 
was approximately $5,250,000.

Sixty-one farmers who co-op- 


erated with Purdue University 


'_ in the keeping of farm records 


for the year 1927 made an aver- 
age labor income of $700, ac- 
cording to figures recently re- 
leased from that institution 
These farms were located 
in 


Benton, Knox, Grant, Putnam 
.and Morgan counties and had 
an average size of 191 acres. 


V11ie highest labor income was 


$8,752 and the lowest was minus 
$1,794. Both of these farms were 
situated in Benton county. Sev- 
enteen of the sixty-one farms 
made negative labor 
incomes. 


Thirty-two of the farms showed 
labor incomes ranging 
from 


nothing to $1,500 and twelve 
had labor incomes above $1,500. 


Labor income is the amount 


of money which the farm pays 
the operator for his work 
and 


management. It is what 
he 


makes 
above expenses 
and 


above interest on his capital. 


The average livestock returns 


per dollars' worth of feed fed on 
«he sixty-one farms was $1.45. 
Twenty-two 
of the ' 
farms 


showed returns of $1.50 or more 
for each dollar of feed fed to 
livestock. 
This work is being continued 


during 1928 with twice as many 
farmers co-operating and 
al- 


ready a number of additional 
Indiana counties have 
asked 


that the project be introduced 
in their programs for the year 
1929. The keeping of such rec- 
ords enables the farmer to dis- 
cover many ways in which he 
can improve his farm business 
and increase farm profits 
and 


the demand for such informa- 
tion continually increases.
